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How LEXIS Works 

To do research with LEXIS , you need no know¬ 
ledge of computers. LEXIS is self-explanatory, 
and distinctly non-technical. You sit at a computer 
terminal and give instructions to LEXIS on some¬ 
thing much like a typewriter keyboard. LEXIS dis¬ 
plays the information you request on an easy-to- 
read video screen. To review the next page of a 
case on LEXIS, you press a key labeled, simply, 

“next page.” To examine the next case, you press 
“next case.” And so on. In other words, LEXIS 
communicates in English, not computer jargon. 


A common LEXIS search is for a particular word 
or phrase likely to appear in cases in which you 
are interested. Suppose you are handling a prod¬ 
uct liability case involving pajamas that caught 
on fire. You instruct LEXIS to find cases in which 
the word “pajamas” appears in proximity to the 
word “fire” or “flammable” or “inflammable.” (You 
can, of course, include other potentially relevant 
words as well, such as “burn,” “ignite,” “spark,” 

“flame,” etc.) LEXIS will then search through vast 
numbers of cases electronically, and retrieve only 
those that contain your “search words.” 


You can review cases immediately on the LEXIS 
video screen. You need not read through each 
case entirely. LEXIS offers a feature that lets you 
scan the section of the case in which your search 
words appear. You can then determine if your case 
is on point. 


If you need a printout of an entire case, several 
cases, a portion of a case, or a list of citations, 
the LEXIS printer does the job promptly. (See last 
section for a description of LEXIS equipment.)

Applications 

LEXIS may be used effectively across a wide 
spectrum of research tasks. The following list is 
intended to be illustrative, not comprehensive, 
in scope: 

1. Locating cases involving specific fact patterns. 
For example, what are the legal consequences 
of leaving an ignition key in an unattended boat? 
LEXIS permits searching for specific fact patterns 
independently of the legal concepts and principles 
involved. Fact pattern searches are particularly 
useful in areas of law in which principles are well 
defined and cases are decided on nuances of 
fact. 

2. Finding cases involving two or more distinct 
fields of law. Using hierarchically organized indi¬ 
ces is particularly frustrating when this type of 
situation is encountered. For instance, in re¬ 
searching the tax consequences of a particular 
kind of contract, do you consider tax the primary 
issue and the contract secondary, or vice versa? 
With LEXIS you have the flexibility to combine 
the ideas without worrying about how an indexer 
would classify a case which involves legal prin¬ 
ciples from more than one specialty. 

3. Locating cases involving specific legal princi¬ 
ples, such as res ipsa loquitur and mens rea. 

4. Identifying opinions written by a particular 
judge, or in which particular counsel appeared. 


5. Locating cases or statutes containing particu¬ 
lar terms or phrases (e.g., de facto segregation, 
unconscionable, short swing profits). 

6. Retrieving cases that discuss the language 
contained in a standard contract. 

7. Finding cases that construe particular statu¬ 
tory provisions or contain definitions of statutory 
language or discuss several statutory provisions. 

8. Locating a case when only the name of a party, 
or docket number, or other limited information is 
known. 

9. Using LEXIS as a citatorto locate the most 
recent cases citing an earlier decision, statute, 
treatise, or article. 

10. Obtaining the text of a recent opinion that is 
not yet available in the advance sheets. 

11. Obtaining the text of a U.S. district court deci¬ 
sion that was not included in any case law 
reporter. 

12. Determining how federal circuit or district 
courts have applied a U.S. Supreme Court deci¬ 
sion in subsequent cases. 

13. Double checking other research. LEXIS can 
be used to examine the accuracy of previously 
prepared work or of a brief submitted by oppos¬ 
ing counsel.
